‘McCormick Bares Perils 
of Entanglements. 


BY ROBERT R. M’CORMICK. 
Co-Editor of The Tribune. 

If we decide to enter European poli- 
tics, what is our stand to be in disputes 
between monarchies and republics or 
between monarchial and republican 
factions in civil wars? 

We are the world's oldest republic. 
Because of our example all the rest 
have been formed. Unquestionably, 
our sympathy for the republic of 
France, about to be crushed by a mon- 
archy; influenced our entry into the 
world war. Our effort was the decisive 
factor in the defeat of the central 
autocracies. It was an ultimatum 
from our President that forced the ab- 
dication of the kaiser from that throne 
to which the ex-crown prince is seeking 
to return, as shown by his able and 
sympathetic memoirs.

Second Operation Is 
Fatal to Banker. 


The startling death of Henry P. 
Davison yesterday afternoon at his 
country estate near New York while 
undergoing an operation for removal 
of a tumor on the brain, aroused wide 
and sympathetic concern. The inter- 
est evinced In Chicago arose not only 
through the passing of an interna- 
tionally known financier, but also be- 
cause of the medical and surgical 
phases of the case. 

*Mr. Davison, 65 years old, was a 
partner in.the banking house of J. P. 
Morgan & Co. In the world war he 
was head of the American Red Cross. 

Last August an operation was per- 
formed in Roosevelt hospital, New 
York, for the removal of a tumor on 
the brain. Four hours of work by the 
surgeons raised the skull slightly, af- 
fording relief from pressure, but the 
tumor could not then be removed be- 
cause of the patient’s exhaustion. 


- Yesterday a second operation was 


performed, but Mr. Davison died before 
he had emerged fully from the ether. 
‘Uneertain History of Tumor. 

The tumor which. caused death may’ 
have been embryonic—a scar on the 
brain tissue’at birth which developed 
serious symptoms only later in life— 
or may have been induced by a slight 
hemorrhage resulting from a fall or a 
| blow on the head, according to Dr. 
‘Carl Beck, well known Chicago sur-

son last August, in which a portion of 
the skull was slightly elevated, was 
performed in the hope that the pres- 
sure on the brain would be relieved.

DOUBLE TRAGEDY 
IN THE OFFICE 
OF UNIVERSITY 


Conflict of Duties Is 


the Cause. 


Columbia, S. C., May 6—Prof. M. 
Goode Homes, head of the department 
of engineering of the University of 
South Carolina, was shot and killed in 
the treasurer's office of the administra- 
tion building today by Benjamin Haile, 
superintendent of grounds of the uni- 
versity, who then killed himself. 


Threatens Other Men. 

Before turning the revolver on him- 
self Haile sent a shot over the head 
of Dean Leonard T. Baker, and bran- 
dished the weapon at Dr. William 8. 
Currell, president of the university, 
who were in an adjoining office, and, 
hearing the first shots, started to in- 
vestigate. 

The double tragedy, according to a 
statement issued by Dr. Currell, was 
believed to be the result of “ bitter 
feeling between the two men growing 
out of their conflicting duties at the 
university.” 

When Haile entered the treasurer’s 
office he sent a woman bookkeeper out 
on an errand and there consequently 
were no eyewitnesses to the shooting. 
As. Dr. Currell started to enter the 
room after the first shots had been 
fired, Haile, in warning him out, 
shouted, “ You are responsible for 
this!” 


Homes a West Pointer. 
Prof. Homes was born in Boydton, 


"| Va., and was educated at the University 


of Virginia and the United States mili- 
tary academy at West Point. He was 
assistant engineer for the republic of 
Cuba more than twenty years ago, was 
special agent for the United States bu- 
reau of public roads from 1911 to 1913 
and in the world war was with the en- 
gineering corps of the army in the 
Big Bend district of Texas. He had 
been with the university since 1909 
and is survived by a widow and four 
children. 

Supt. Haile had been employed by 
the university since 1912. He was 44 


years of age and is survived by a wid- 
ow and two children.

“We intend to appeal ¢o Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, and to John Don- 
lin, head of the building trades depart- 
ment of that organization, to organize 
a new Building Trades council in Chi- 
cago,” Mr. Jensen said. “As it stands, 
the Building Trades council is of little 
benefit to us. It is, in a way, too dis- 
organized to be of much assistance 
to all the thirty-two trade organiza- 
tions affiliated with it.” 

It was rumored that the Plasterers’ 
union also will withdraw from the 
council.

Cut Loose from A. F. L. Section. 


Shortly before that the officials of the 
International Carpenters’ union with- 
drew from the building trades depart- 
ment of the American Federation of 
Labor, a body which has power to set- 
tle jurisdictional disputes between 
unions, because it was forecast that a 
jurisdictional decision was to be ren- 
dered against the carpenters. This left 
the Chicago Carpenters’ District coun- 
cil free in matters of jurisdictional dis- 
agreement and resulted in dissension 
among other unions in the Buildiig

Goes to Jail if He Violates 


Kalamazoo, Mich., May 6. — John 
Duval Dodge, youthful millionaire, son | 
of the late John F. Dodge, auto builder | 


of Detroit, appeared before Judge | 
George V. Weimer today for sentence, | 


after being convicted on a charge of 
possessing, transporting and furnish- 
ing intoxicating liquor. 

In order to escape a prison sentence 
at Jackson, Dodge was ordered to ab- 
stain from the use of liquor during 
the probationary period, go to work 
in Detroit in some useful capacity and 
keep industriously at it for the year. 

The court assured Dodge’s attorneys 

that if their client violates the terms 
of his probation he will be brought 
back to Kalamazoo and sentenced to 
prison. 
. To Pay Fine of $1,000. 
. Added to this, Dodge was ordered | 
to pay a fine of $1,000, the limit under 
the law. Half of this amount, it was 
stated, was to reimburse the county 
for expenses caused by Dodge's two 
trials, as the result of his wild riding 
here on the night of March 11, which 
ended in his arrest. 

Dodge must report monthly to Pro- 
bation Officer Brown. The terms of 
the probation also require that he shall | 
not leave the state without permission | 
of the court. 

Mr. Dodge said that he already has. 
made plans for carrying out the provi- 
sion of his probation which stipulates 
that he go to work. He refused to 
discuss the kind of work he will do, 
declaring that “at the proper time” 
he will make a statement to the public 
showing that he is fulfilling all pro- 
visions of his probation to the letter. 

Rex Earl, Dodge’s companion on the 
joy ride, was fined $100, and was also 
released on probation for a year.

More important than all the com- 
plications which might arise abroad 
from our entry into European affairs 
are the domestic consequences. 

As, explained at the Deginning of 
this series, all the countries of Europe 
are united in wishing our participation 
at Genoa in order to persuade us to 
waive repayment of our war loans and 
to advance further billions. They are 
also united in wishing us to mix up 
in European politics, but for conflict- 
ing reasons, 

Each country of Europe thinks that 
the United States will help it against 
its competitor or rival. This strange 
inconsistency is easily explained by 
the fact that all countries of Europe 
have natives who are now citizens of 
the United States, and, conversely, 
citizens of the United States are resi- 
dents or active in business in all the 
countries of Europe. ; 


Racial Interests Prevail. 


The European politicians judge 
America’s attitude according to the 
representation of these elements,which, 
in turn, are quite sincere. They also 
bring their pressure of race, blood ties 
and financial interest upon their na- 
tives in America to sway the diplomatic 
influence of America to their particular 
end. 

The native American who has for- 
gotten all hereditary connection with 
Europe, and whose affairs do not lead 
him to travel, can hardly conceive the 
extent to which foreign influence has 
infiltrated into America’s foreign af- 
fairs. 7 

Prior to the partial awakening 
caused by the cataclysm in Europe 
a characteristic observation of a Euro- 
pean diplomatist was that America's 
foreign policy was guided by her for- 
eign citizens for their foreign rela- 
tions. Apparent evidence of this fact 
was furnished by letters under the 
great seal of the republic and signed 
by the most exalted of our officials, re- 
questing especial consideration for the 
missions of gentlemen traveling abroad 
on interests utterly alien to those of 
America and her citizens.

Russia to Be Conciliatory.

Tchitcherin quotes from a memo- 
randum of the American peace com- 
missioners, dated Paris, Oct. 14, 1898, 
in which he says the Americans re- 
fused to consider Spain's contention 
that Cuba should assume part of 
Spain’s debts, the Americans claiming 
that they “were imposed upon the 
people of Cuba without their consent 
and by force of arms, and constituted 
one of the principal wrongs for the 
termination of which the struggle for. 
Cuban independence was undertaken.” 

The Russians also quote numerous 
authorities, including John Bassett 
Moore, to prove that the soviets acted 
legally in confiscating the property of 
French citizens... They contend that. 
while they were engaged in civil war |

Barthou Explains France’s Stand. 


M. Barthou gave a detailed account 
tonight of the circumstances which 
forced France to adopt her present 
position side by side with Belgium. 

“Public opinion in France,” said M. 
Barthou, “‘was deeply moved by the 
announcement of a separate Russo- 
German treaty and had even gone so 
far aS’ to consider it possible that a 
new war with Germany, and, it might 
be, also with Russia, was imminent. 
This excitement was calme@® down but 
the incident made Frenchmen remem- 
ber with all the more gratitude the 
help extended to France by Belgium 
during the war. It made France less 
willing than ever to part company 
with Belgium. 

“The amended property article has 
been examined by the cabinet in Paris, 
which found it insufficient. Although 
the committees on foreign affairs in 
both chamber and senate took no offi- 
cial action, because they did not wish 
to interfere with negotiations being 
conducted by the government, they 
have expressed their entire agreement 
with the course we have taken. 


Causes Distinct Cleavage. | 
“The question involved is one of 
principle, and there is no reason why 
the relations between the allies should 
be affected. There should be no ques- 
tion of choosing between them.” 
The French narrative, which lays 
emphasis on the friendly tone adopted 


by both Mr. Lloyd George and M. Bar- 
thou throughout their talks, says the | 
British prime minister answered the 
French plea for a change in the note 
to Russia: “A new formula is out of 
the question. Now that the document 
has been handed to the Russians it is 
impossible for us to modify it.

I knew something of the English 
and their army from my various visits 
and from personal observation, and I 
knew, .too, their great organi@atory 
talent as well as their skill in impro- 
vising. If a conceivable war were 
carried successfully through before 
these talents could be brought into 
play, the estimates of our general staff 
might prove correct, but not other- 
wise. The Russian army I also con- 
sidered not to have been always rated 
at its full significance. 

In regard to our western neighbor 
and presumably immediate adversary, 
I have only to recall that France, at 
that time, despite her considerably 
emall population, maintafned an army 
almost as large as ours. To do s0, 
she ievied 80 per cent of her men, 
whéreas we contented ourselves with 
about 50 per cent. 

“Best Army in the World.” | 


With all that. we had, in 1914, an 
army which, in every way, was bril- 
liantly tfained; and consequently, in 
the summer of that year, when the die 
Was cast, we took the field “ with the 
best army in the world.” 

But, so far as provision for war was 
corned, we had unfortunately not, in 
our peace preparations, attained the 
maximum of striking energy. We had 
not, by a long way, exploited all the 
‘resources of power in people and land 
or mobilized them in time, That the 
great general sta had repeatedly ex- 
pressed urgent wishes in this matter 
I can, myselt, testify. 

Subsequent to the summer sojourn 
of the general staff in the Vosges un- 
der the leadership of its chief, Von 
Moltke, I received a few weeks’ fur- 
lough, which I spent in West Prussia. 
Early in July, I joined my family in 
a charming little villa presented to us 
by the town of Zoppot. It was a mag. 
nificently brilliant summer, and the 
duys were quickly spent in anch re-re- 
ations as swimming, rowing, riding and 
tennis. Zoppot was filled with stran- 
gers, including many Poles. 

Saw War in Assassination. 


In the midst of this serene peaceful- 
ness, I was startled by the grewsome 
telegram which brought me the tidings 
of the archduke’s assassination. That 
this political murder would have seri- 
ous consequences was obvious. But this 
dull, anxious conviction remained, for 
the present, confined to my own bosom; 
not a soul among our leading person- 
ages thought it necessary to hear my 
views or to inform me of those of our 
leading statesmen.

Feels Germany Needs Monarchy. 

I must say something more about 
this unhappy episode. Feeling and be- 
lieving that a monarchial government, 
which stands above all party differ- 
ences, best suits ‘the peculiar political 
and complex conditions of our home- 
land—of the German country and the 
German people—I should not be true 
to my convictions if I did not frankly 
state that I can understand the tempta- 
tions and allurements which enmeshed 
so many excellept, well tried, and ideal 
thinking men in this mistaken enter- 
prise. That they lacked a proper un- 
derstanding for the new situation cre- 
ated by the collapse of Germany and 
consequently had not the necessary 
strength to withstand the temptation 
of the moment I deeply regret. 

To reckon with facts, even when 
the facts do not respond to our wishes, 
is more essential for us Germans than 
ever, because our prime and weightiest 
duty towards ourselves and our suc- 
cessors is first to rebuild our demol- 
ished house, and every force squan- 
dered in chasing other aims is lost to 
the main object.

CARROT COMPLEXIONS.

“BARRING OUT A CUSTOMER.” 
Joliet, Ill., April 28.— Your editorial 


“ Barring Out a Customer” in today’s 
BRIBUNE is timely. 


The “emergency tariff” was a death 
blow to many farmers of western Can- 
ada, already seriously weakened by being 
forced to sell at a loss two crops raised 
at an exceptional cost. 


Canadian cattle were sold principally 
in this country as stockers and feeders 
to our farmers, who fed and resold them 
ata profit. The tariff closed this market 
with the result that cows were sold at 
Winnipeg at $1.50 per hundredweight. 
Many farmers, forced to sell their cattle, 
did not receive enough from their sale 10 
pay all freight and selling costs. 


The bulk of the wheat raised in west- 
ern Canada is the Fiffe, or crosses with 
the Fiffe, and is superior to any other 
hard spring wheat for milling for flour 
for bread. The principal wheat of our 
northwest is the Bluesteam, considerably 
inferior to the Fiffe. I milled for twenty- 
six years in Illinois and Minnesota and 
know. Today Minnesota millers are pay- 
ing a large premium for good milling 
wheat, even buying the third grade Man- 
itoba wheat. If there was no emergency 
tariff they could mill choice Manitoba 
wheat, making a better flour with a bet- 
ter yield and at a lower cost and ship 
their inferior wheat to Europe to the 
mutual benefit of Canada and the United 
States. At present the choice Manitoba 
hard wheat goes to Eufope. 

I have been farming in Manitoba since 
1914, spending my winters here. What 
has impressed me most was the friend- 
liness of Canadians toward this country 
and the preponderance of United States 
goods in the stores I visited. With the 
emergency tariff the United States prac- 
tically said to Canada, “ We wish to sell 
you oug products, but we will not let you 
sell us your products.” Thé result is an 
increasing bitterness of Canadians to- 
ward the United States, whereas both 
countries need close’ friendship.

He was born in Troy, Bradford coun- 
ty, Pa., in 1867. His father, George

At 22 he became receiving teller in 
the Astor Place bank in New York.

He resigned to become vice president 
of the First National, remaining there 
until 1908, when he became a partner 
of Mr. Morgan.

Davison was reputed to be one of the 
wealthiest men in America, estimates’ 
of his wealth running high into the 
millions. He was a director in six big 
concerns—the Bankers Trust company, 
First Security company, American For- 
eign Securities company, New Jersey 
and New York railroad company, Guar- 
anty Safe Deposit company, and the 
Southwestern Development company. 

Mr. Dayison is survived by his 
widow, Kate Trubee Davison; two sons,

Waukegan, Ill., May 6.—[Special.]— 
Charles 8S. Melville, the juror in the 
case of Gov. Len Small 
ousted from the two-thirds completed 
panel yesterday, appealed to Judge, 
Claire C. Edwards today for a “ square 
deal,” and intimated that he would 
seek the institution of perjury proceed- 
ings in his battle to clear his name. 
Melville, a. North Shore line motor- 
man living in Highland Park, was ex- 
cused from the jury on a peremptory) 
challenge from the defense a week’! 
after he had been accepted and sworn 
in. This action was permitted by the 
court upon a showing by Gov. Small’s 
attorneys that a venireman last 
Monday night heard Melville mak- 
ing statements indicating that he se- 
cretly had a decided opinion on the 
case 


“But why was I convicted of bad 
motives without a hearing?” he asked 
Judge Edwards during his appeal. 
“When I was in the jury box I heard 
@ great deal about every man being 
considered innocent until he is proven 
guilty in a fair and impartial trial. 
But here I am convicted without a 
hearing of any sort. 


Didn't Know of Charges. 


“Why, I didn't even know there 
had been any charges made against 


me for several hours after I left the’ 


court. And now my wife is afraid to 
go on the street because the neigh- 
bors point her out. 

“I felt that Gov. Small was entitled 
to a fair trial. But why should there 
be any difference between me and 
him? Is it because he’s a millionaire 
and I’m a poor man?” 

Melville’s proposal to Judge Edwards

Washington, D. C.,-May 6.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Secretary Hughes received a 
delegation today from the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America, which presented a memorial 
asking that the United States become 
a member of the permanent court of 
international justice. 
Dr. John H. Finley, one of the 
editors of the New’ York Times, and 
chairman of the commission on inter- 
national justice and good will of the 
federal council, headed the delegation. 

The permanent court of interna- 
tional justice, it was explained by 
state department officials today, is an 
outgrowth of the league of nations, 
but is considered now as a‘ separate 
and probably an independent institu- 
tion from the league. 
The court is composed of eleven 
jurists and experts on international 
law, with alternates. John Bassett 
Moore, an American, is a member of 
the court, despite the fact that the 
United States has not joined it.

Holds Ruling in Abeyance. 

Referring to Mr. Blair's conclusions, 
secretary Mellon wrote:

I shall be glad, however, to 
nold gn abeyance a formal ruling on 
the question until the foundation has 
nad an opportunity to perfect its or- 
ganization in a manner to meet the re- 
quirements of the law.” 

In his memorandum to Secretary 
Mellon on the ‘case,, Commissioner 
Blair.explained his ruling as follows: 

“The revenue act of 1921 authorizes 
the deduction from income -contribu- 
tions or gifts made to, or for the use 
of, any corporation,. or community 
chest, fund, or foundation, organized 
and operated exclusively for religious, 
charitable, scientific, literary, or edu- 
. « no part of 
the net earnings of which inures to the 
penefit of any private stockholder or 
individual. 

Wilson Idea Is Different. 

“The Woodrow Wilson foundation 
is not a corporation, and from the data 
submitted it appears that no definite 
articles of association or bylaws have 
been adopted. The only activities: en- 
gaged in thus far appear to be the 
raising of funds by a conimittee from 
the income of which it is proposed to 


_ make awards to individuals or groups 


rendering meritorious services along 
broad and rather indefinite lines. 

“In practically identical circum- 
stances the bureau of internal revenue 
in 1919, ruled that contributions to the 
Roosevelt Memorial association, at 
that time unincorporated, and com- 
posed of a committee constituted to 
raise funds, were not deductible. The 
‘association was later incorporated to 
meet the reQuirements of the income 
tax law. 

“The national McKinley Birthplace 
Memorial association was incorporat- 
ed by an act of congress to erect and 
maintain a public library, relic rooms, 
and auditorium. 

“If the Woodrow Wilson foundation 
will follow the same course pursued by 
the Roosevelt Memorial association it 
will bring itself within the statute, and 
gifts or contributions made to it will 
be allowed as deductions from the in- 
come of the donors.”’

Ap- 
propriations, which in the past came 
from the Russian holy synod, having 
been discontinued, church properties 
were in danger of being lost and the 
dignity of the church molested. 

“To protect church properties from 
foreclosure and from loss a private 
corporation known as the ‘ Russian 
Church Relief corporation,’ was or- 
ganized by a group of Russian indi- 
viduals devoted to church affairs. No 
financial assistance was given from 
American funds.” 


Denies Chicago Purchases. 


The ambassador denied the charge 
that he had used any of the money to 
acquire real estate in Chicago, New 
York, and elsewhere. 

Referring to statements made during 
the senate discussions of the case of 
Gregory Semenoff, Cossack leader, that 
Bakhmeteff is in some way associated 
with him, the ambassador said: 

“The state department knows that 
I have had no communication and am 
not associated with him in any way. 
As a matter of fact, I knew nothing of 
his intended visit to this country. It is 
true that Semenoff called on me. I 
communicated to the department of 
state the circumstances under which 
I received Semenoff and of the valua- 
ble information I obtained from him 
with respect to conditions in the far 

east..’”’ 
Charges to Be Probed. 

Administration officials made it clear 
today that proof of misapplication of 
funds held in trust for the defunct 
Russian government by Ambassador 
Bakhmeteff, would result in a with- 
drawal of recognition to the representa- 
tive of the old Kerensky regime.

mission. All manufacturers would 
then be treated on overseas shipping 
as they are today on rail shipping.

COAL PRODUCTION 


IS ABOVE 4,000,000 
TONS EACH WEEK 


Washington, D. C., May 6.—Coal pro- 
duction has struck a temporary level 
a little above the 4,000,000 ton mark, ac- 
cording to the weekly report of the 
geological survey. Output. for the 
week of April 29, was 4,160,000 tons, 
and reports indicate the week, May 
1-6, will snow a like amount. Pro- 


duction of anthracite remains practi- 
cally zero. 

The total output—anthracite and bi- 
tuminous—in the fourth week of the 
strike, April 24-29, was 4,156,000 tons, 
as against 7,098,000 tons, in the same 
week of the 1919 strike. 

“The situation is essentially un- 
changed,” says the geological survey. 
“No significant break in the ranks of 
striking miners has occurred, and the 
number of nonunion men on strike has 
not changed materially The accumula- 
tion of unbilled cars of coal] is slowly 
decreasing, but is still above normal.”

A NEW BUILDING 


Bush Temple Theater 
Will Be Razed.

Chicago's German Theater company, 
which has been at the Bush, Temple 
theater under the direction of Conrad 
Seideman, apparently is going to have 
a final curtain rung on its activities 
as a result of the sale yesterday of the 
Bush Temple for $700,000 to the Chiy 
cago-Clark Building corporation. 

According to Arthur 8S. Carruthers, 
president of the corporation, the first 
thing will be to tear out the theater 
and erect a six story annex to the pres- 
ent structure at the northwest corner 
of Clark street and Chicago avenue. 

When completed the Chicago-Clark 
building, as it will be called, will con- 
tain fifteen stores, arcade shops, and 
offices.

Rebuilt After Fire. 


The original structure was designed 
by J. E. O. Pridmore for William H. 
Bush, founder of the Bush & Gerts 
Piano company, and completed in 1901. 
The theater was opened by a stock 
company. Between 1907 and 1914 it 
was used for various theatrical enter- 
prises. It was rebuilt after damage by 
fire in 1914 and rented to the German 
Opera association.

“Radio scrambling ” devices through 
which the United States navy can in 
time of war render an enemy's wire- 
less system virtually inoperative while 
retaining full operation of its own have 
been perfected and are now in final 
test stages, navy officidls announce. 
The first of the new instruments ifs 
to be installed on a new rigid airship 
now in.construction at Lakehurst, N. J. 
The new discovery came*at the end 
of a three year series of experimen:

Plans whereby large airships, con-

English Prices Still Declining.

From the London Economist's “ index 
number,” cabled today, it appears that 
average prices of commodities on the 
English market declined slightly during 
May, while our own average was rising. 
Since the middie of last year, indeed, 
the London average has fallen 10% per 
cent, in face of the 5 per cent rise in this 
country. The net decline from the high 
point of 1920 has been greater in England 
than in the United States—49 -per cent 
against 36—-but the rise in English prices 
from the outbreak of war to the highest 
average level was much greater than in 
America. Even with England’s larger | 
percentage of reduction from the highest, 
its average now stands nearly 64 per cent 
above 1914; our own, only 39. 


Bank Clearings Rise Sharply. 


Complete compilation of last month’s 
exchange of bank checks at the country’s 
clearing houses gives an idea of the ac- 
tual expansion of business during April. 
The first increase over the preceding year |. 
that has occurred since 1920 was in Feb- 
ruary, when the total clearings were 
11-38 per cent larger than in 1921. 
March the increase was nearly 6 per 
cent; now the figures for April show an 
increase over 1921 of 14% per cent. 
actual amount the checks drawn in April 
were the largest of any month since Jan- 


The really remarkable comparison is 
with pre-war records. 
clearings were more than double the 
highest April record prior to 1915 and 
nearly double the largest pre-war figure 
of any month; yet present prices of com- 
modities average less than 40 per cent

gregate volume of general business. 

For the first time in a month the week- 
ly clearing house statement reported a 
contraction of actual loans and discounts. 

| The decrease of $19,803,000 in that item 
was accompanied by an increase of $33,- 
$69,000 in net demand deposits and a cash 
gain of $17,324,000, increasing excess re- 
erves by $17,324,000 to $30,736,000, the 
largest total since the latter part of 
March.

The bigger the man the wider 
the brim he can stand, and the crown 
should be in proportion, unless the 
man’s figure is out of proportion.

for instance, a short fat man should 
avoid too low a crown, while a tall 
thin man should have a low crown 


The weave of a hat also must be 
taken into consideration. A heavy, 
coarse straw on a small man is not 
good, as it makes him look as though 
he were carrying a burden too much 
for him. The same small weave which 
looks best on him is proportionately 
out of place on an extremely large 
man, who can stand a coarse thick hat. 


The predominating weave used in 
straw hats is the sennit—the toothlike 


appearing straw which comes in vari- 
ous sizes. Then there is China split; 


straw, which was universally popular 
a few years ago, but which is now lim- 
ited to older men who stil! favor it, and 
also as a hat for formal wear, with 
evening clothes, etc. 

To some extent there are different 
hats for different occasions in the sum- 
mer. Either the split straw just men- 
tioned or an extremely fine sennit is 
best for formal use and, of course, tho 
plain black grosgrain band is the trim- 
ming. For everyday wear a coarser 
sennit is used, or, if ;ou prefer the fine, 
it is quite proper. Fancy weaves would 
also find their chance to appear here.

Living in the heart of Rome, in walls 


built by Roman slaves, in rooms de- 
signed and adorned by contemporaries 
of the Borgies, in a part of the city 
= glosely identified with some of the 
fiercest dramas of this most dramatic 
- of cities, is the American ambassador, 

Michard Washburn Child. 

Rising high above what was once 
the ghetto (the part of the city assigned 
by papal authorities to the Jews in the 

- centuries between the tenth and the 
nineteenth) are the remains of one of 
ancient Rome’s great structures, the 

» theater of Marcellus, a vast circular 

. , building like the Colosseum. 
Where Ancients Frivoled. 

Many of those splendid pageants with 
which the Roman emperors used to 
bamboozle and divert the populace were 
held in this amphitheater. There lions 
dined on Christians. There gladiators 
killed each other. There charioteers 
raced their Arab steeds around the'vir- 

cle amid the cheers of the multitude. 
‘ Then came the later centuries when 

’ the power of the Ceesars waned and the 


barbarians poured down from across - 


the Alps. Among these invaders was 
a chief so flerce, so mighty that he was 
called “Urss” (the bear). He must 
have had some esthetic qualities not 
usuelly attributed to bears. He saw 
the azaleas in flower. He noted the 
wistaria hanging from Cesar’s palace. 
He bought black iris in the forum. So, 
after he had killed all the Romans on 

« whom he could lay his hands, he de- 
cided to stay here. He or his descend- 
ants picked out the partially demol- 
ished walls'of the Marcellus theater, 
mot far from the Tiber, as being a de- 
sirable place in which to build a pal- 
ace to house what promised to be a 
great family, and in this way the 
Orsinis settled in Rome, 

For many centuries they lived and 
acquired power and wealth by methods 
which nowadays would probably be 
called predatory.

So it is staft- 
ling to find that in the theory and inii- 
ation of a widespread educaion they 
ahead of us.

Teaching Well Paid. 

‘Instead of being, as with us, the 
worst paid calling on the list of pro- 
fessions, teaching in Italy is at the 
tbp of the list. Not ten years ago it 
Was as poorly paid as it is, propor- 
tionately, in America ‘today... But for 
a. decade now the common school edu- 
cation of the people’ has been taken 

y from the communities where it 
had fallen into the hands of political 
factions and has been givén into the 

Hands of a nationa] ministry of edu- 
cation with headquarters in Rome. 
This does not cost the towns and prov- 
ifmces any more. They continue to con- 
tribute the same amount in pro- 
portion to their population as was 
required of them $efore, but this 
amount is augmented by the cen- 
tral government and handled by 
this educational! bureau. This same of-; 
fice superintends the training and se- 
lection of the teachers ‘assigned to the 
different districts, and the quality of 
these instructors is said to have im- 
proved greatly since the old times 
when favoritism and politics played so 
prominent a part in school matters. 

’ Illiteracy still is high among Italians, 
but this is because, in initiating the 
system of universal education, the 
government has gone btlowly. The law 
stands that every Italian child shall 
spend so much time on its schooling, 
but if this should be applied with se- 
Verity it would produce a sentiment of 
rebellion and anger on the part of the

THE WHEATSTONE BRIDGE. 
GREAT many processes in 
electricity require an accurate 
knowledge of resistances. The 
unit of resistance ia called an 

ohm. The instrument on which ohms 
are determined is the wheatstone 
vtidge. You can. make the device. 
Select a plank about five feet long by 
ten inches wide. Put rows of binding 
posts along each end with multiple 
Way switches and other accessories 
that you may be likely to need. Mount 
@ galvanometer in the center of the 
the board, and put leveling screws 
under the four corners of the plank. 

A wheatstone bridge is an electrical 


| balance. On the ordinary gravity scale 


a known weight is balanced against an 
unknown one. On a spring balance 
the unknown force produces tension 
in a coiled wire, and thus reveals how 
gravity attracts it. On the wheatstone 
bridge unknown resistances are bal- 
anced against those of known coils. 
Gravity scales are in balance where the 
pans hang level and the pointer is at 
zero. A wheatstone bridge is in bal- 
ance when its galvanometer reads “No 
current passing.” 


A wheatstone bridge employs the 
principle of split circuits. When a cur- 
rent of electricity comes to a split con-

The orbit of Venus is closely 
an exact circle, and her radius is sixty- 
seven million miles. 

Being nearer to the sun, Venus has 
a somewhat warmer climate than her 
sister. Our present belting of climate 
zones, torrid, temperate and frigid, is 
an unusual and unstable condition 
which, in terms of geology, will soon 
pass away. The earth’s normal clli- 
mate is an equitable temperate one 
with balmy air and verdant growths 
from the equator to the poles. The 
temperature of Venus appears hotter 
than this. It is strongly tropical, cou- 
pled with a heavy steamy air, dashing 
rains, and tepid seas. 

We never see much of the true sur- 
face of Venus. There are highlands 
on her, but they are usually veiled 
under a blanket of fog. In a telescope 
the planet shines with blinding white 
glare. Her gleam is due to dazzling 
clouds which fill her atmosphere. 


The study of Venus is a branch of 
astronomy in itself. We are in the 
habit of thinking of astronomers as 
men who sit up all night in a dark 
observatory peering through great 
telescopes into the dim fastnesses of 
space.

N order to obtain low cost of bat- 
tery service the automobile owner 
must do three things—he must have 
a battery of reasonable worth; must 

see that it is serviced properly; he must 
give it a certain amount of attention 
himself. When we consider the cost of 
a battery and the work it has to do, it 
should be the owner’s duty to give it as 
much caré as he gives the engine. The 
latter is given a daily supply of oil, 


_tery receives? 

There are now en the market over 
100 different makes of storage batteries. 
Out of this number a good percentage 
are practically worthless when com- 
pared with topnotch batteries made by 
responsible concerns. The worthless 
ones are sometimes called “ back alley” 
batteries because they are made in 
barns, garages, and shops that have no 
recognition. It does not take any par- 
ticular skill or experience to make such 
batteries. The plates are purchased 
from one source, boxes, jars, and elec- 
trolyte from others, and so the parts 
are put together and the resultant 
called a storage battery. 

If the parts were properly made and 
correlated a good battery could be pro- 


have to sell at such a stiff price as com- 
pared with the reputable makes that 
the alley builders could not compete 
So the motorist is asked to buy these 
put-together batteries at-a low price, 
sometimes at a high price. It doesn’t 
matter much about the price, for the 
motorist gets “stuck” either way. 

If you need a battery, buy one made 
by a reputable firm. That does not néc- 
essarily mean a large marrufacturer 
who advertises his wares all over the 
country, because there are many small- 
er battery makers who haven't the dis- 
tribution nor the advertising volume. 
The battery business is one that must 
be studied in order to produce a good 
unit at low cost. This study calls for

Once you possess a good battery the 
next thing to do is to give it the care 
it deserves. All you have to do is to 
add distilled* water once each week in 
summer and once every two weeks in 
winter or at such intervals as found 
necessary to keep the cells filled to 
level. 

Aside from this simple procedure see 
to it that the terminals are clean and 
tight and the battery as a unit is 
mounted solidly in place. If a white or 
green deposit appears on one of the 
terminals little or no current. will flow 
into or out of the battery. Disconnect 
the terminal and scrape off the deposit, 
wipe the terminal dry, and cover with a 
light coat of grease or vaseline. Never 
add anything but distilled water. 
There are sOme garages and even 
battery service stations that will try 
to sell you some special electrolyte to 
“revive” the battery. These special 
solutions should not be used, for while 
it is perfectly possible to add chem- 
icals to temporarily revive any bat- 
tery it harms the battery in the end.

Others do constant driving and little 
starting and stopping, with the result 
that the battery is usually over- 
charged. It is difficult to anticipate 
driving conditions, therefore the wise 
owner occasionally has the battery 
charged at a service station. If pos- 
sible go to a reputable station, where 
the shop equipment is adequate and 
where an honest opinion will be given. 
The station can make certain tests to 
determine the condition of the battery 
and if the station is not honest the 
owner is told anything at all in order 
that a new battery sdle may be made. 

With ordinary care your storage 
battery should last two years. If you 
do not take care of it it may last only 
six months. These figures are for the 
best makes of batteries. The back 
alley batteries even if cared for prop- 
erly last a little over a year. Some- 
times such stations sell remade bat- 
teries, which cost more per month of 


service than the best battery made.

BRAKES THE SPRINGS. | 


ERE is something new under 
the automotive sun. It comes 
from Seattle in the form of the 
newly patented Shield neutral 
spring brake, a shock absorber and 
snubber which employs an original 
and interesting principle in the ancient 
fight to smooth rough roads.

Miss Aili K. Huovinen, who says she 
is the first woman president of a realty 
corporation in 
Chicago, has an 
interesting twin 
bungalow which 
she has designed, 
but her career so 


far has been so 
much more inter- 
esting, we'll tell 
it first. Born in 
Finland, she jour- 
neyed to chilly 
Lapland and then 
across the Atlan- 
tic to Colorado. 
Next to Cuba to 
try fruit farming.

For a time she conductéd her 
own farm and land business in the 
northwest and then was associated 
with various realty firms. 

She is now president-manager of the 
Mutual Realty Agency and Loan cor- 
poration, which she says will try and
